Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
04/05/2010 has been entered. 

2. Claims 1 , 3, 7-9, 1 2, 1 5, 1 6, 1 9 and 20 have been amended; claim 4 has been 
cancelled. Claims 1-3 and 5-20 remain pending. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

In Claim 12, line 52, please replace "is capable of preventing" with -prevents-; 

Claim 15, lines 1-3, please replace "A transmitter (4) which is suitable for carrying 
out a method according to claim 1, this transmitter (4) being capable of:" with - " 
The method according to claim 1, wherein the transmitter performs the steps of: 



In Claim 15, line 14, please replace "is capable of inserting" with -inserts-; 

Claim 16, lines 1-3, please replace "A decoder (6, 82) which is suitable for 
carrying out a method according to claim 1, this decoder (6,82) being capable of 
decrypting the information:" with — "The method according to claim 1, wherein 
the decoder decrypts the information "-; 

In Claim 16, lines 17-18, please replace "is capable of preventing" with -prevents- 



In Claim 17, line 1, please replace "The decoder (6, 82)" with -The method-; 
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In Claim 18, line 1, please replace " The decoder (6, 82)" with -The method-. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1 -3 and 5-20 are allowed. 

6. Regarding claims 10 and 1 1 , examiner interpreted "information recording 
medium" to mean only physical memory per the specification page 10 last line. 

7. This communication warrants No Examiner's Reason for Allowance, applicant's 
reply make evident the reasons for allowance, satisfying the "record as a whole" proviso 
of the rule 37 CFR 1 .104(e). Specifically, applicant's remarks filed on 04/05/201 0 are 
persuasive, as such the reasons for allowance are in all probability evident from the 
record and no statement is deemed necessary (see MPEP 1302.14).
